Toddler dies 
after court 
denies appeal 


Off life support. Girl 
dies when ventilation 
removed in hospital 


A two-year-old Edmonton girl 
allegedly abused by her par¬ 
ents has died after the Supreme 
Court of Canada rejected a re¬ 
quest to keep her on life sup¬ 
port. 

A source confirmed to The 
Canadian Press that the toddler 
died Thursday night at the Stol- 
lery Children’s Hospital after 
being removed from a ventila¬ 
tor that was keeping her alive. 

Lawyers for the child’s par¬ 
ents apphed Thursday for an 
emergency stay of an Alberta 
Court of Appeal ruling that al¬ 
lowed doctors to remove the

girl from fife support. The law¬ 
yers wanted time to file an ap¬ 
plication for the court to hear 
an appeal. But a panel of three 
Supreme Court justices re¬ 
jected the stay, ending finther 
legal wrangling. 

Doctors testified that the 
girl, known in documents only 
as M, would not five long after 
being removed from the ma¬ 
chine. Court has heard the girl, 
who had been in a coma for 
three months, had an irrevers¬ 
ible brain injury and would 
never regain consciousness. 

On Wednesday, Alberta’s 
top court upheld an earlier 
judge’s ruling that it was in the 
girl’s best interest to let her die.

girl. They were escorted from 
the Edmonton Remand Centre 
to hospital Thursday afternoon 
and, imder guard, met separate¬ 
ly with her for 20 minutes each. 

The parents, who cannot be 
named, are charged with ag¬ 
gravated assault, criminal negli¬ 
gence causing bodily harm and 
failing to provide the necessi¬ 
ties of fife. Pohce have said if 
the girl died, the charges hkely 
would be upgraded. 

Paramedics responding to a 
911 call found the girl and her 
twin sister, both mahiourished 
and suffering from injuries, in 
an Edmonton home May 25. 

The girl who was on life sup¬ 
port was in cardiac arrest and 
slipped into a coma. Her sister 
is now in foster care, as is an 
older brother, the Canadian press

Downtown 
will succeed 
regardless of 
arena:Mayor 


Development will 
continue in downtown 
Edmonton — with or 
without an arena and en¬ 
tertainment district, the 
mayor said Thursday. 

Mayor Stephen 
Mandel made the com¬ 
ments while attending a 
groundbreaking for a new 
32-storey, 199-suite condo 
tower, called Ultima, on 
103 Street south of 103 
Avenue. 

“Development is going 
to happen in this area 
regardless of whatever 
happens with the arena,” 
said Mandel. 

Questions about how 
— and whether — the 
project will go forward 
came up after it was 
revealed that the city and 
the Katz Group have some 
differences to work out. 

“The arena is a catalyst 
project and it will help 
build, I think, something 
special downtown,” said 
Mandel. “But (not build¬ 
ing it) doesn’t mean that 
downtown is not going to 
be vibrant, is not going 
to grow, is not going to 
continue to be a d 3 mamic 
place.” 

Developer Westrich 
Pacific Corp. has been 
looking at the site for five 
years for many reasons, 
but co-CEO David Sanche 
emphasized the import¬ 
ance of the arena project. 

“You can’t even 
comprehend the scale 
and magnitude of this 
development,” he said. “I 
believe it will happen 100 
per cent.” 

Ultima is sold out and 
should be complete before 
2015. 

Construction is planned 
to start on a second tower. 
Encore, likely more than 
40 storeys at 103 Street 
and 102 Avenue, in about 
eight months.

The Katz Group is not going to 
appear before city coimcil — at 
least not yet. 

A statement issued Thurs¬ 
day through the Edmonton 
Oilers website declined an in¬ 
vitation from Mayor Stephen 
Mandel for either team owner 
Daiyl Katz or a group repre¬ 


sentative to appear in public to 
discuss differences regarding 
the proposed downtown arena 
and entertainment district. 

“While we appreciate the 
mayor’s invitation, we do not 
think such a meeting can be 
productive until we have re¬ 
duced the outstanding issues,” 
the statement from John D. 
KarveUas, Katz Group execu¬ 
tive vice president and general 
coimsel, reads. 

But the statement does 
go on to say they “would be 
pleased” to present to council, 
along with administration, a 
“comprehensive and mutually 
supported proposal, or even 
a proposal with one or two 
significant issues stiU to be 
solved.” 


Mandel said the statement is 
“very good news.” 

“They said once they iron 
out the differences between 
them and administration, they 
will come to coimcil together 
with a list of either an agree¬ 
ment or what they disagree 
on,” he said. 

Mandel isn’t sure when that 
will happen, but he would like 
it to be at one of the two coun¬ 
cil meetings over the next few 
weeks. 

“Without question it has to 
happen sooner than later,” he 
said. “I think the public is get¬ 
ting really tired of this. You’re 
getting really tired of this. I’m 
getting tired of it. I’m sure the 
Katz Group (is) too. 

“Four years is too long.”

The idea has been kicking 
around, but on Thursday 
Mayor Stephen Mandel said it 
is time for a mid-sized, soccer- 
specific stadium in Edmonton 
for sports, concerts and other 
events.

“Since we first started our 
team, we’ve been pushing to 
try and get a soccer-specific 
stadium, and it would do a 
number of things,” FC Edmon¬ 
ton owner and president Tom 
Fath said, “ft would let us con¬ 
trol our own destiny and set 
our own times for practice. 

“And it would give our fans 
and soccer people in Edmon¬ 
ton ... the confidence that we 
are here in the long term.” 

Fath said the ideal stadium 
would also include a full-field 
indoor facihty.

Alarms raised after 
5 cases reported 

Health officials in Alberta 
say they are investigating 
five cases of E, coli infec¬ 
tions in people, but they 
are not linking them to an 
extensive recall of ground 
beef from major Canadian 


grocery stores. 

But a family member 
reached by Metro Thursday 
said four-year-old Calgary- 
area girl Sarah Demoskoff 
became infected after her 
family purchased some 
of the meat from a local 
grocery store. 

The young girl is 
suffering from kidney fail¬ 
ure and underwent a 


second blood transfusion 
Thursday. 

The Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency first 
warned on Sunday that 
ground beef from Edmon¬ 
ton-based XL Foods may 
contain E. coli. Since then, 
the list of stores the prod¬ 
ucts were sold in has been 
expanded several times. 

“This is ground beef 


and the ground beef is sold 
originally in large contain¬ 
ers — tubs or larger type 
of containers — and they 
go out to retail outlets 
and various distributors,” 
said the agency’s Garfield 
Balsom. 

“The various distribu¬ 
tors and retail outlets use 
these containers and these 
ground beef products and 


repack them in their own 
brands and smaller units.” 

Alberta investigates 20 
to 25 cases of E. coli each 
year. 

The types of products 
on the recall list include 
everything from packaged 
ground beef and hamburg¬ 
ers to meat loaf, pepperoni, 
bratwurst and Salisbury 
steak. 


The list of affected 
retailers includes some of 
the largest chains in the 
country, including Sobeys. 
Co-op, Metro, Foodland, 
Giant Tiger and several 
corporate and franchised 
Loblaws Companies stores 
including Real Canadian 
Superstore.

A letter on the Edmonton Cath- 
ohc School District (ECSD) web¬ 
site is drawing union attention 
for welcoming striking workers 
back to work, if they choose. 

ECSD Supt. Joan Carr 
posted an online letter Tues¬ 
day, telling striking workers 
that they won’t be penalized 
in any way if they choose to 
cross the picket line and head 
back to their jobs. 

“The letter was written be¬ 
cause we’ve received calls and 
emails from workers saying 
they want to come back but are 
afraid of repercussions,” district 
spokesperson Lori Nagy said 
Tliursday. 

The over 900 support work¬ 
ers — teaching assistants, spe¬ 
cial needs aides, library and sec¬ 
retarial workers — have been 
off the job since Sept. 10, and 
haven’t had a paycheque since 
school let out in Jime. Union 
representative Daniel Burrell 
said imder those circumstances

it’s not surprising that some go 
back to the classroom. 

“With any large group, and 
with a strike carrying on, it hap¬ 
pens, but some have changed 
their mind too, and have come 
back to the lines,” said Burrell. 

Burrell said the picket lines 
at the high school have been 
“kind and gentle,” with some 
students even joining in to 
show solidarity. 

A demonstration is planned 
for Friday at the district office, 
where a national union leader 
will speak to the strikers. Next 
week, Burrell said the union 
will expand and diversify its 
strike locations to include more 
schools.

If there is one thing Gra¬ 
ham Buska wants people to 
know about his experience 
of wiping out going 110 
km/h on a longboard down a 
mountainous road in Brazil, 
it is this: It wasn’t his fault.

Reach Edmonton is hoping to 
give frontline workers more 
resources to help the home¬ 
less and relieve some of the 
burden on police.

Giving pregnant pause

Baby conceived before 
tour of duty. British 
soldier stationed in 
Afghanistan unlikely 
to face censure 


Hours after a British soldier in 
Afghanistan told medics she 
was suffering from stomach 
pains, the Royal Artillery gun¬ 
ner unexpectedly gave birth 
to a boy — the first child ever 
born in combat to a member 
of Britain’s armed forces. 

Britain’s defence ministry 
said Thursday the soldier told 
authorities she had not been 
aware she was pregnant and 
only consulted doctors on the 
day that she went into labour. 

The soldier, who arrived 
in Afghanistan in March, 
delivered the child Tuesday 
at Camp Bastion, the vast 
desert camp in southern Af¬ 
ghanistan’s Helmand prov¬ 
ince where Prince Harry is 


deployed and a Taliban attack 
last week killed two U.S. Mar¬ 
ines. 

“Mother and baby are both 
in a stable condition in the 
hospital and are receiving the 
best possible care,” the min¬ 
istry said in a statement. It 
said a team of doctors would 
fly out to Afghanistan in the 
coming days to help the solid- 
er and her son return safely 
to Britain. 

The U.K. does not allow 
female soldiers to deploy on 
operation if they are preg¬ 
nant. Although the soldier’s 
child was conceived before 
her tour of duty began in 
March, she is not likely to 
face censure. 

Britain has previously 
sent female soldiers home 
from wars after they have 
fallen pregnant — including 
about 60 from Afghanistan, 
but hasn’t previously had a 
servicewoman go into labour 
in a war zone.

Islamic arts take 
wing at Louvre 

The Louvre Museum is 
imveiling a new wing and 
galleries dedicated to the 
arts of Islam, culminat¬ 
ing a nearly $130-million, 
decade-long project coming 
to fhiition amid tensions 
between the Muslim world 
and the West. 

The new dragonfly¬ 
shaped building marks 
the famed Paris museum’s 
greatest development since 
its iconic glass pyramid 
constructed 20 years ago. 
The Department of Islamic 
Art will exhibit much of 
the Louvre’s 18,000 works, 
hoping also to foster cul¬ 
tural imderstanding.

Sri Lanka. Flocks of 
protesters complain 
country is being unfairly 
criticized for poor 
human-rights record 


Hundreds of Sri Lankans 
protested Thursday against a 
visit by UN officials to discuss 


human-rights issues during 
the country’s civil war. 

Monks led about 300 pro¬ 
testers from the Buddhist 
nationalist National Heritage 
Party during the demonstra¬ 
tion opposite a local UN office. 
They complained Sri Lanka 
is being unfairly criticized 
for a poor human-rights 
record as the war was ending 
in 2009. 

They alleged the visit was 


a step toward subjecting Sri 
Lanka to an international 
war-crimes investigation. 

Three representatives 
from the UN human-rights 
commission have met 
Sri Lankan officials and 
ethnic Tamil politicians and 
seen areas ravaged by war on 
their visit. 

A UN report found 
evidence the government and 
Tamil Tiger rebels committed 


rights violations during the 
war. It said tens of thousands 
of civilians may have been 
killed in the final stages of 
the fighting, though there are 
no clear estimates available. 

The UN Human Rights 
Council adopted a resolution 
earlier this year urging Sri 
Lanka to investigate alleged 
war crimes committed by 
both sides.

Quebec. Decision comes 
after 'Maple Spring’ that

The tuition increase that trig¬ 
gered such social strife in Que¬ 
bec was cancelled Thursday 
during an action-packed first 
full day in ofldce for the Parti 
Quebecois government. 

The new government re¬ 
pealed the fee hike, by decree, 
in its first cabinet meeting less 
than 24 hours after coming to 
power. 

Student leaders cheered the 
news. 

Premier Pauline Marois has

Almost a third of Canadian 
children are either over¬ 
weight or obese, says a re¬ 
port from Statistics Canada 
that bases its figures on the 
World Health Organization 
method of determining ideal 
weights for youth around 
the globe. 

Using data from the 
2009-11 Canadian Health 
Measures Survey, the federal 
agency says 31.5 per cent of 
children aged five to 17 — or 
an estimated 1.6 million in¬ 
dividuals — are overweight 
or obese. 

The proportion was slight¬ 
ly higher among younger 
youth. Almost 33 per cent 
of five- to 11-year-olds were 
overweight or obese, com¬ 
pared to 30 per cent of those 
12 to 17. 

The percentage of kids 
who were overweight — but 
not obese — was similar 
across age groups. 

The proportion of Can¬ 
adian kids and teens who are 


Boys 


The study found boys are 
struggling more than girls 
to control their weight. 


• Obesity. According to the 
WHO definition, 15.1 per 
cent of boys are obese 
compared to eight per 
cent of girls.

Obama, Clinton 
speak out on 
anti-Islam film 
debacle with TV ad 


Pakistan. Islamabad’s 
American Embassy 
takes steps to ease 
controversy over 
U.S.-produced movie 


The American Embassy in 
Islamabad, in a bid to tamp 
down public rage over the 
anti-Islam film produced in 
the U.S., is spending $70,000 
to air an ad on Pakistani tele¬ 
vision that features President 
Barack Obama and Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton denouncing the video. 

The State Department 
said Thursday the embassy 
had compiled brief clips of 
Obama and Clinton rejecting 
the contents of the movie 
and extolling American tol¬ 
erance for all religions into a 
30-second public service an¬ 
nouncement that is running 
on seven Pakistani networks. 
Obama and Clinton’s com¬ 
ments, which are from pre¬ 
vious public events in Wash¬ 
ington, are in English but 
subtitled in Urdu, the main 
Pakistani language. 

Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland 


said the aim was to get the 
messages to the widest pos¬ 
sible audience in Pakistan, 
where tens of thousands of 
protestors angiy about the 
film tried to reach the U.S. 
embassy before being turned 
back by Pakistani police. She 
said embassy staffers had de¬ 
cided the ads were the best 
way to spread the word. The 
seven networks have a po¬ 
tential audience of 90 mil¬ 
lion people, she added. 

“The sense was that this 
particular aspect of the 
president and the secretary’s 
message needed to be heard 
by more Pakistanis than had 
heard, and that this was an 
effective way to get that mes¬ 
sage out,” Nuland told re¬ 
porters in Washington. The 
ads are not running in other 
countries, she said. 

In the ad, Obama is seen 
talking about America’s trad¬ 
ition of religious tolerance 
and Clinton is seen sa 3 ting 
that the U.S. government had 
nothing to do with the video 
that contains vulgar depiction 
of the Prophet Muhammad. 
“We absolutely reject its con¬ 
tent and message,” Clinton 
says in the advertisement.

Serbia. Suspect acquitted for 
setting U.S. Embassy ablaze; 
guilty of lesser offence 


A Serbian court on Thursday 
acquitted the prime suspect 
charged with setting Are to the 
U.S. Embassy in Belgrade in 
2008, but convicted him of the 
lesser offence of stealing prop¬ 
erty from the building and sen¬ 
tenced him to a year in prison. 

A Belgrade high court judge 
said there was no evidence that 
Milan Zivanovic, 24, took part 
in the burning of the embassy 
when Serb rioters stormed it 
on Feb. 21, 2008, in anger over 
Washington’s support for the 
statehood of Kosovo, the pre¬ 
dominantly ethnic Albanian 


province that had declared in¬ 
dependence from Serbia. 

But the judge said Zivanovic, 
a university student, took part 
in the stealing of a leather jack¬ 
et and gloves that belonged to 
an embassy employee. One as¬ 
sailant was killed in the Are set 
by the attackers. 

The attackers, mostly soccer 
hoohgans, threw stones and 
flares at the embassy building, 
breaking windows and setting 
it on Are. The extremists also 
attacked other Western em¬ 
bassies in the Serbian capital.

Metro in Saskatoon 

Maygan Sensenberger, 23, 
and Manitoba Senator Rod 
Zimmer, 69, are entering a 
new chapter in their rela¬ 
tionship — probation. 

Sensenberger appeared 
in a Saskatoon courthouse 
on Thursday morning where 
she pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing a disturbance and was 
given a 12-month suspended 
sentence and probation. A 
second charge of uttering 
threats was withdrawn. 

Sensenberger became 
the centre of attention 
across the country after be¬ 
ing arrested on a flight from 
Ottawa to Saskatoon in late 
August, just days before the 
couple’s first wedding anni¬ 
versary. 

Prosecution told the 
court that witnesses aboard 
the aircraft heard Sensen¬ 
berger allegedly threaten¬ 
ing to slit her husband’s 
throat. 

Her lawyer, Leslie Sul¬ 
livan, said her client was 
happy the ordeal was set¬ 
tled. 


“My client is extremely 
relieved this matter is over,” 
said Sullivan. 

“She has been anxious to 
get this concluded and she 
just wants to return to her 
home and get back on with 
her life.” 

When asked if she was 
pleased with the sentencing, 
Sullivan explained: “I’m 
very pleased the charge was 
withdrawn — as it should 
have been.... We wanted to 
deal with it expeditiously 
and that’s what we did.” 

The court was told that 
Sensenberger had been 
drinking at the time of the 
argument and provincial 
Judge Marilyn Gray said she 
felt if alcohol hadn’t been 
involved, it would have 
been a different situation. 

She noted that a person’s 
good judgment sometimes 
goes “out the window” 
when drinking. 

Although there was no 
mandatory treatment as 
part of the sentence, Sensen¬ 
berger will have to undergo 
any addictions assessment, 
treatment or counselling 
that is recommended by her 
probation officer.

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Angry opposition to 
Indian economic plan 



National strike. 

Protesters against a 
government decision 
to cut fuel subsidies 
and open retail 
markets to foreigners 


Angry opposition support¬ 
ers disrupted trains in India 
on Thursday but had only 
limited success in enforcing 
a national strike to protest a 
government decision to cut 
foel subsidies and open the 
country’s huge retail market 
to foreign companies. 

Political backlash against 
the economic reform package 
presented by the Cabinet last 
week has left Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh’s coalition 
scrambling to shore up its 
support and prevent early 
elections. 

Some government allies 
have joined opposition par¬ 
ties in throwing their support 
behind the protests, which 
closed many schools and kept 
commercial trucks off the 
roads. However, many shops 
and businesses remained 
open, and the impact of the 
protest was barely felt in the 
main cities of Mumbai and 
New Delhi. 

In a signal the government 
was on shaky ground, how¬ 
ever, many of the protests 
in Uttar Pradesh state were 
led by the Samajwadi Party, 
which has been supporting 
the government from outside 
the fragile ruling coalition. 
In Uttar Pradesh and Bihar 
state, protesters blocked rail¬ 


road tracks. Some burned an 
effigy of Singh on the tracks, 
while others carried signs 
reading: “Go Back Wal-Mart,” 
a reference to the U.S. retail 
giant that is expected to enter 
the Indian market under the 
new regulations. 

Singh stunned the coun¬ 
try with last week’s raft of 
reforms. 

We have tried to assure 
everybody that there was no 
other way except to take that 
decision to keep the economy 
on track,” said Information 
Minister Ambika Soni.

The Wilfrid Lanrier baseball 
team will make a final pitch 
Sunday to save its season after 
being suspended by the school 
following a hazing incident. 

The varsity men’s squad 
was suspended for a minimum 
four games Thursday after the 
entire team participated in the 
incident, which violated the 
school’s student-athlete code of 
conduct. 

“This isn’t a minor thing 
like having the rookie carry 
bags to the bus-type thing,” 
said Peter Baxter, the school’s 
athletic director.

Alexander Litvinenko. 

Poisoned Russian agent 
was critical of Putin 


A long-awaited inquest into 
the poisoning death of for¬ 
mer Russian agent Alexander 
Litvinenko should consider 
whether Russian authorities 
were involved, the senior Brit¬ 
ish judge who will oversee it 
said Thursday. But the U.K. gov¬ 
ernment will not let lawyers 
for the victim’s family and the 
suspects see a report on alleged 
links between Litvinenko and 
British intelligence. 

Litvinenko’s family believes 
the Kremlin was behind his 
death from radioactive poison¬ 
ing in London in 2006. The for¬ 
mer security service ofiicer, a 
critic of the Kremlin, died after 
drinking tea laced with the 
rare radioactive isotope polo- 
nium-210 at a London hotel. 

On his deathbed, he accused 
Russian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin of responsibility. 

Ben Emmerson, a lawyer for 


Litvinenko’s widow, told a court 
hearing that it was vital that the 
inquest investigate “the crimin¬ 
al role of the Russian state.” He 
said that if official Russian in¬ 
volvement was proved, it would 
constitute “an act of state-spon¬ 
sored nuclear terrorism on the 
streets of London.” 

Judge Robert Owen, who 
will lead the inquest, said its 
scope would be decided at a 
later hearing, but indicated he 
was inclined to agree it should 


look at Russia’s alleged role. 

Owen said it was “to be re¬ 
gretted” that no inquest has 
been held in the nearly six 
years since Litvinenko died. He 
said he would open his inquest 
as early in 2013 as possible. 

The killing cast a pall over 
U.K.-Russian relations that still 
persists. British prosecutors 
have accused two Russians of 
killing Litvinenko, but Russia 
refuses to hand them over.

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Church leader calls for stop to Holy Land attacks 


Speaking out. 

Vandalism of Christian 
holy sites prompts 
Rev. Pizzaballa to voice 
concerns over Jewish- 
Christian relations 


After a series of attacks by van¬ 
dals on Christian holy sites in 
Israel, normally tight-lipped 
Roman Cathohc officials are 
beginning to speak out, pub¬ 


licly appealing to authorities 
to take a stronger stand against 
the violence. 

The Rev. Pierbattista Piz¬ 
zaballa, one of the church’s top 
officials in the Holy Land, said 
he is worried about relations 
between Jews and Christians 
in the Holy Land. He believes 
the blame can go all around. 

“I think the main atmos¬ 
phere is ignorance,” Pizzaballa 
told The Associated Press. 

Because the local Christian 
population is tiny, “we do not 
exist for the majority ... They 


have other priorities,” he said. 
“On the other side, we as a 
minority maybe didn’t invest 
enough energy and initiatives” 
to reach out to Israeli Jews. 

That may be changing fol¬ 
lowing this month’s attack on 
a well-known Trappist Mon¬ 
astery in Latrun, outside Jeru¬ 
salem. Vandals burned a door 
and spray-painted anti-Chris¬ 
tian graffiti on the century- 
old building with the words 
“Jesus is a monkey.” Suspicion 
has fallen on extremist Jew¬ 
ish West Bank settlers or their 


supporters, who are believed 
to be behind a series of attacks 
in recent years on mosques, 
Christian sites and even Is¬ 
raeli army property to protest 
moves against settlements. In 
response, the church’s top of¬ 
ficials issued a rare “declara¬ 
tion” calling on Israeli leaders 
to take action. 

Israeli leaders swiftly con¬ 
demned the attack, and police 
vowed to bring the vandals to 
justice. Nearly two weeks later, 
there have been no arrests.

South Africa. Police kill 
two more in mine strikes 


Days after soldiers were de¬ 
ployed, South African President 
Jacob Zuma’s office annoimced 
Thursday that he has ordered 
military forces to assist police 
tiying to control labour unrest 
in the nation’s crucial mining 
sector. 

Despite resolution of the 
longest and bloodiest strike, 
two more deaths were reported. 

Even as miners returned to 
work Thursday at the Lonmin 
PLC platinum mine in Marik- 
ana, where police killed 34 
miners on Aug. 16, labour ad¬ 
vocates said police killed two 
more people: a ruling party 
municipal coimcillor who died 


of injuries from a rubber bullet 
and a miner who was run over 
by an armoured car. 

Zuma’s office said he was in¬ 
voking the Constitution to use 
the rmlitaiy to support police 
“in the prevention and com¬ 
bating of crime as well as the 
maintenance of law and order 
in the Marikana Area ... and 
other areas aroimd the coimtry 
where needed” imtil Jan. 31. 
The notice from the presidency 
referred to section 201 (2) of the 
Constitution, which states that 
“only the President... may au¬ 
thorize the employment of the 
defence force.”

U.S. census data shows some 
signs of economic recovery 


More yoimg adults in the 
U.S. are leaving their parents’ 
homes to take a chance with 
college or a job. Across the na¬ 
tion, people are on the move 
again after putting their lives 
on hold and staying put. Once- 
sharp declines in births are 
levelling off, and poverty is 
slowing. 

A new snapshot of census 
data provides sociological back¬ 
up for what economic indica¬ 
tors were already suggesting: 
that the nation is in a tentative, 
fragile recovery. 


“We may be seeing the 
beginning of the American 
family’s recovery from the 
Great Recession,” said Andrew 
Cherlin, a professor of sociol¬ 
ogy and pubhc policy at Johns 
Hopkins University. He pointed 
in particular to the upswing 
in mobility and to yoimg men 
moving out of their parents’ 
homes, both signs that more 
young adults were testing out 
job prospects. 

“It could be the modest 
number of new jobs or sim¬ 
ply the belief that the worst is 


over,” Cherlin said. 

The new 2011 census fig¬ 
ures released Thursday show 
progress in an economic recov¬ 
ery that technically began in 
mid-2009. The annual survey, 
supplemented with impub- 
lished government figures as 
of March 2012, covers a year in 
which unemployment fell from 
9.6 per cent to 8.9 per cent. 

But while housing sales have

Reinhart said China Nation¬ 
al Offshore Oil Company will 
keep the Nexen name and ex¬ 
pand the role of the company’s 
Calgaiy headquarters to man¬ 
age not just Nexen’s assets but 
also some $8 bilhon of the Chi¬ 
nese company’s other assets in 
North and Central America.

Richard: Mark, End of Watch is 
all build up. The movie spends 
an hour-and-a-half introducing 
its characters, giving us a slice 
of LAPD life before topping it 
off with an exciting conclusion. 
I could have used less Barf-0- 
Matic hand-held camera work 
— sometimes it’s hard to tell 
what’s happening — but over¬ 
all 1 thought this movie worked 
because of the naturalistic per¬ 
formances and the climax. You? 

Mark: And what perform¬ 
ances! Both Jake Gyllenhaal 
and Michael Pena are first-rate, 
their naturalistic style perfectly 


matching the you-are-there 
hand-held camera work. But 1 
also thought the dialogue was 
far superior to most police 
thrillers. There’s no plot, really 
— it’s a series of episodes in 
the lives of two LAPD ofiScers, 
which at times seemed remin¬ 
iscent of the old TV series Adam 
12. But there are things that are 
shown in this movie that would 
never have happened in the 
more benign TV show. 

RC: It’s true. It took me a while 
to warm to the episodic nature 
of the “stoiy.” I foimd the first 
half-hour stagey. The having- 
the-character-film-part-of-the- 
movie thing has been done to 
death, and I thought added a 
level of artificiality that didn’t 
need to be there. Take that out 
and no one would miss it. But 
once I allowed myself to be 
drawn into the performances 
and the chemistry of the leads, 
I was sucked in. I thought the 
female characters were given 


more to do than usual in a cop 
drama, but just barely. Anna 
Kendrick is so talented, I would 
have liked to seen her given 
more to do. 

MB: Kendrick barely registered 
for me; the woman who did 
was the Hispanic gang leader’s 
significant other. Scaiy! As far 
as the ending goes, I thought 
it was a well-handled climax, 
but I can’t say I didn’t see it 
coming. It’s the coda after the 
climax I thought was unneces- 
saiy. It tried to add poignancy 
to a movie that was thankfully 
unsentimental throughout. 

RC: I agree. It’s hard to dis¬ 
cuss the end without being 
spoilerific, but let’s say the 
movie goes from jovial to gritty 
and then back to jovial again. 
I didn’t love it, but Hollywood 
seems to be allergic to tragic 
endings.

Dancer Tony Dovolani took 
time out of his hectic Dan¬ 
cing With the Stars schedule 
to talk to us about how your 
Saturday swing class does 
wonders for your body. 

Why is dancing a great way 
to stay fit? 

There’s a number of ways 
that dance improves your 
health. For one thing, it’s a 
social activity. When you’re 
dancing, you’re not staring 
at a treadmill, you’re staring 
at another person — it’s 
interactive. Physically, it 
works out every part of the 
body; it works muscles you 


forget about — small mus¬ 
cles. Dancing burns around 
275 calories in a 45-minute 
session. That’s more than 
running. 

What styles of dance give 
the best workout? 

Foxtrot and jive. They build 
up a lot of stamina. The 
rumba, too. Some slow 
dances are great because 
they require more control 
and balance. Any ballroom 
dancing with a partner adds 
pressure. When you dance 
by yourself, you have no 
resistance. VVdien you dance 
with a partner you have 
control, you are more aware 
and the mind is engaged, 
too. 

What should you look for 
in a dance class? 

Start with salsa: It’s simple 
and there’s a lot of hip 
action, which works the 
mid-section. 


Are there certain dance 
moves that people should 
incorporate into their exer¬ 
cise routine? 

Stretching exercises are so 
important. They activate the 
body. ... It doesn’t need to be 
extensive if you do it right. 
Five minutes gets the whole 
body activated and you’re 
good for the day. 

How does what you wear 
affect how you move? 

Start with the right shoes. 
This is not a pitch. If you are 
a tennis player or a moun¬ 
tain climber, you wear the 
right shoes. 

I worked on a new design 
with Capezio that gives the 
right support and tension. 
The shoe should have flex¬ 
ibility and strength. All ex¬ 
ercise is balance-based and 
without shoe support, you 
can hurt yourself. People 
ask me what’s the secret of 
being a great dancer and I 
say great balance.

He is forced to accept the 
aid of a sober companion, 
Dr. Joan Watson, to help 
in his recovery, though 
he believes his best shot 
at redemption is through 
helping his pal in the NYPD 
solve the city’s toughest 
cases.

His past 

“Oh, yeah — he’s definitely 
got mental issues,” Miller 
says. “I wouldn’t say a men¬ 
tal illness or anything like 
that, but he’s got issues, per¬ 
sonal issues.” 

Series creator Rob 
Doherty teases that “some¬ 
thing terrible happened to 
(Sherlock) in London. He 
spiralled out of control. Our 
Sherlock has emerged with 
what I think is at his core 
just a tiny kernel of self 
doubt where one previously 
never existed.” 

Miller — whose own tat¬ 
toos are visible in character 
— says that inner turmoil 
is what makes the brilliant, 
yet socially inept, Sherlock 
relatable. 

“He struggles with his 
own sense of self,” Miller 
says. “People can identify 
with that.” 

The present 

Whereas some incarnations 
of Sherlock may have been 
considered sociopathic, the 
detective in Elementary isn’t 
simply seeking the thrill of 
the chase when he takes on 
a new case. 

“Our Sherlock is a puzzle 
solver,” says Doherty. “I see 
him as someone who is driv¬ 
en ... to do the right thing, 
to help people. At the end of 
the day, he believes in jus¬ 
tice. It’s not just about put¬ 
ting bad guys behind bars. 
Helping people and doing 
the right thing are factors 
that play into it as well.”

“She was a surgeon and 
lost her licence, which gives 
her sort of a dark past that 
we still don’t know about (in 
the pilot), and we may not 
discover for a little while,” 
Liu says. “What we want to 
do is introduce the audience 
to the characters, and then 


sort of slowly unravel a little 
bit about her personal his¬ 
tory.” 

The present 

Watson’s obligations to 
Sherlock are professional — 
keep him sober and safe — 
until she realizes she’s not 
such a bad private investiga¬ 
tor herself. 

“(Watson) is on the side¬ 
line (in the pilot), observing 
him, because she’s his sober 
companion,” Liu says. 

“So she’s not engaged in 
the mystery. She’s engaged 
in him, and from that point 
on, then you get to see how 
that sort of blossoms out.” 

Her future 

With a female Watson as 
Sherlock’s sidekick, is a 
hookup imminent? 

Going back to the source 
material, Liu notes Sher¬ 
lock’s “awkward relation¬ 
ship with the other gender.” 

Making his trusted com¬ 
panion a woman, she says, 
“is a constant reminder of 
that awkwardness and that 
division between being a 
friend,” or something more.

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Guitarist 
Buddy Guy 
expresses 
worry about 
the future of 
the blues 




Legend. He is taking

Ask Chicago guitar legend 
Buddy Guy about the future 
of the blues and he’ll give a 
depressing — but direct — 
answer. 

“It’s scary,” Guy said dur¬ 
ing an interview upstairs 
at his club, Buddy Guy’s 
Legends, in Ghicago’s South 
Loop. “I’m still going to play 
my music because I love what 
I’m doing, but we need all 
the support we can to keep 
the blues alive.” 

After five decades in the 
business, Guy is doing what 
he can to make sure the 
genre — and his late con¬ 
temporaries like Muddy Wat¬ 
ers, Howlin’ Wolf and Junior 
Wells — lives on. Earlier this 
year Guy wrote his autobiog¬ 
raphy, When I Left Home, 
and the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame member is mentoring 
Massachusetts eighth-grader 
and blues guitarist Quinn 
Sullivan. 

And Guy will likely garner 
attention in December when 
he receives a 2012 Kennedy 
Genter Honour. 

“He has expressed his fear 
that it may be all lost after 
he’s gone,” said Janice Monti, 
a sociology professor at Do¬ 
minican University who stud¬ 
ies blues music. “I think as 
he’s gotten older he’s incred¬ 
ibly aware of this mandate he 
received from Muddy and the 
Wolf to keep this all going.” 

Guy says blues music is 
ignored in an entertainment 
marketplace obsessed with 
young artists. 

“It’s a tough time for 
blues because if it was being 
played, other than satellite 
radio, on the peak hours, 
prime time, then somebody 
would know about it,” Guy 
said. 

That’s one of the reasons 
the 76-year-old Guy took on 
mentoring 13-year-old Sul¬ 
livan, who he said plays “as 
well as Eric Glapton, me and 


B.B. King. How do you learn 
that at that age? That’s a nat¬ 
ural.” 

Guy has Sullivan open for 
him on tour and record on 
his label. 

“If you don’t have role 
models the young people 
now will not learn how to 
play,” Guy said. 

The relationship is a boon 
for Sullivan, who said he 
most enjoys trading guitar 
licks with Guy. 

“I have a smile on my face 
every time I’m in his pres¬ 
ence,” Sullivan said. “He’s a 


living legend. I couldn’t ask 
for more. It’s just a great 
thing that he’s helping me 
with my career.” 

In Chicago, Guy found 
work driving a tow truck 
during the day and playing 
blues clubs at night. Guy 
eventually earned a spot as a 
regular session musician at 
the city’s famed Chess Rec¬ 
ords and found a mentor in 
blues musician and producer 
Willie Dixon. 

Guy formed a band with 
Junior Wells and played with 
The Rolling Stones and the 


Grateful Dead. 

Guy developed his own 
recording career later, with 
music like the 1991 best¬ 
selling record. Damn Right, 
I’ve Got the Blues. 

Spreading the news of the 
blues was another reason 
Guy decided to team with 
author David Ritz to write his 
autobiography. 

“I just want a true story 
about some of the great 
people who didn’t write a 
book and left me with this 
history of information,” Guy 
said. 


The book details his child¬ 
hood in Louisiana, his move 
to Chicago 55 years ago and 
his music career. 

He said he considers his 
performance for President 
Barack Obama at the White 
House in February with 
Stones singer Mick Jagger to 
be the professional pinnacle 
of his career. 

Guy successfully prodded 
the president to sing a few 
lines of Sweet Home Chicago. 

“To say you played the 
blues with the president sit¬ 
ting there smiling, that’s one

you can’t forget,” Guy said. 

Besides the hall of fame, 
Guy earned many accolades 
later in his career; a half- 
dozen Grammy Awards, Bill¬ 
board magazine’s Century 
Award and the Blues Founda¬ 
tion’s Keeping the Blues Alive 
Award. 

When he turned 75 in 
2011, the city of Chicago re¬ 
named the stretch of Wabash 
Street in front of his club 
Buddy Guy Way. 

But it still weighs heavy 
on Guy that his contemporar¬ 
ies aren’t around to be hon¬ 
oured as well. 

“Every time I’m inter¬ 
viewed I give credit to those 
people but they should have 
got all the awards that I got 
and they didn’t get them 
because the blues wasn’t ex¬ 
posed and they were some 
unknowns,” Guy said. 

It could also explain why 
Guy still tours, pla 5 dng inter¬ 
nationally and as many as 16 
shows a month. 

“I don’t know nothing 
else to do now,” Guy said. 
“I’m enjo 5 dng it. I get tired, 
but you get tired if you’re 
working in the steel mills, so 
what’s to complain?”

LMFAO’s Redfoo is still party 
rocking, but these days, he’s 
doing it without his partner- 
in-fun, Sky Bln. 

Redfoo says he and Sky 
Bln — who is also his nephew 
— are taking a break as they 
focus on their own interests, 
personally and professionally. 

“I feel like we’ve been do¬ 
ing this for so long, five or 
six years. And we’re kind of 
like sa 3 dng, ‘Well, let’s just 
do what’s natural and just 
kind of explore that,’ in¬ 
stead of like forcing it all the 
time,” Redfoo, 37, explained 
in a phone interview. 

For the wild-haired Red¬ 
foo, his explorations have 
not only taken him to re¬ 
cord new music solo, they 
have also opened up a world 
in sports.

Canadian singer.

After releasing perhaps her 
saddest album yet, Sarah Mc¬ 
Lachlan says she’s trying to 
write more upbeat material. 

The three-time Grammy 
winner says she’s penned 
five songs for her next disc 
but plans to devote more 
time to new material begin¬ 
ning in late fall, with the ten¬ 
tative aim of releasing a new 
album in 2013. 

That release date might 
sound optimistic for the 
methodical McLachlan - but 
that’s right in line with the 
way she’s tried to view the 
world of late. 

“I’m really working on 
being more positive,” the 


friendly 44-year-old said in 
a recent interview from Van¬ 
couver, where she lives. 

“(I’m trying) to think 
about what it is you want in 
your life, and then putting it 
out there, and then trying to 
sort of not look back. 

“And that’s been tricky, 
because in my writing, that’s 
what I do. I look back. I re¬ 
flect. And I’m really trying to 
be more forward-thinking in 
my writing.” 

McLachlan’s effort to let 
a little more light into her 
songwriting comes after 
arguably her bleakest album 
yet, 2010’s Laws of Illusion.

“I went through some 
(crap),” she says now with a 
laugh as she casts her mind 
back to that period.

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Ben Folds goes from nightmares 
to their musical family reunion 



New album. Band 
reunites after years 
of separation, and 
talks about what 
drove them apart and 
brought them back 


Until his epiphany in a pho¬ 
tographer’s darkroom, Ben 
Folds used to have night¬ 
mares about a reunion with 
his old group, Ben Folds Five. 

Seriously. He’d dream of 
getting ready for a gig and 
being whisked away to a the¬ 
atre where Robert Sledge and 
Darren Jessee were waiting 
before a big crowd. He’d wake 
up sweating. 

Those days are over, with 
the combustible trio of sing¬ 
er-songwriter and pianist 
Folds, bass player Sledge and 
drummer Jessee a unit again. 
Their first album since 1999, 
The Sound of the Life of the 
Mind, is out this week and 
they’ll be on tour this fall. 

Why they broke up in the 
first place isn’t easy to ex¬ 
plain. 

“We’ve never even talked 


about it,” Folds said. “We’ve 
been asked together, but 
when we’re asked, we all sort 
of look at each other because 
we’re not sure. There’s a trail 
of emails that can probably 
tell you.” 

Folds maintained a steady, 
eclectic career following the 
breakup.

The steady flow of star play¬ 
ers to European teams during 
the NHL lockout could distort 
national competitions. Inter¬ 
national Ice Hockey Federa¬ 
tion president Rene Easel said 
Thursday. 

Easel told The Associated 
Press that he balanced the 
increased attention for Euro¬ 
pean hockey against potential 
damage to the integrity of 
leagues, especially if players 
return to North America mid¬ 
season. 

“It’s questionable how fair 
it is to the others (teams) and 
the whole league system,” 
Easel said by telephone from 
Tokyo, where the governing 
body has its congress next 
week. 

“The integrity of the game 
is, for us, something veiy 
important. It’s not just busi¬ 
ness,” the world hockey lead¬ 
er said. “We play the game 
for the hockey fans, but sport 
should always be about fair¬ 
ness to everybody.” 

Since the lockout started, 
players have turned to Eur¬ 
ope to find pla 5 dng time and 
salaries until the stalemate 
between the league and NHL 
players’ union is resolved. 

Easel said it is good for 
fans to see stars come home, 
including two-time MVP Alex 
Ovechkin to Russian club Dy¬ 
namo Moscow and New York 
Islanders captain Mark Streit 
with Switzerland’s best-sup- 
ported club, Bern. 

“That is very positive, 
there’s no doubt,” said Easel, 
a former Swiss league referee.
